Mr. KniToR: — In these days of dec- 
orations of soldiers graves and reun- 
ions of the veterans of the late war, 
which is right, makes me think of 
the grave of William J. Cooper, an 
old soldier, whicli is lieing sadly neg- 
lected. It is on the fann of O. P. 
Rains, two and a-half miles south of 
Kosine. There is nothing to mark 
the last resting place of this old he- 
ro, who fought seven years under 
the banner ol Washington, save two 
rough stones and a largesj'canioretrcc. 
He was one ol the twelve guards, 
who were dcUilcd by Washington to 
keej) the camp fires burning on the 
3d of Jan. 1777, to deceive Cornwal- 
lacc, while Wasliington swung around 
Cornwallace and attacked tlie Brit- 
tish at Princeton and gained a victoiy 
that aroused the drooping spiriU of 
the American army. I wrote about 
this grave three or four years ago, of- 
fering to be one of a hundred that 
would give one dollar each, for the 
purpose of suitably marking the 
grave, but no one replied to it, and I 
again make the same ofter and hope 
the matter will he attended to at the 
reunion at Hartford.
